The Imp era tor was launched at Humburg, Germany, May 13, 1912, in the presence ox tm- 
peror'Williom, who stood sponsor for the giantess. The Imperator has boon in commission less 
than throe months, having left Hamburg o her maiden voyage to New York on June 11 last. 

Disnstor to the reat ships’) soon nfter her construction instantly brings to mind the fate 
of tbo great Titaic which sunk on her initial voyago. In comparison, however, the specifica¬ 
tions of the Imperator arc more imposing than those of the Titanic. The dimensions of the 
Hamburg-American liner follow: 

Length 919 feet. 

Beam (width) 98 feet. 

Gross tonnage 50,000. . 

The Imperator’8 bridge is 90 feet above the water, and her three gigantio funnels extend 69 
feet above the upper deck. Her roasts extend 24 6feet from kee lto truck. 

Wireless apparatus sufficiently powerful to transmit messages 1,500 miles, was installed on 
the lner, and Bhe carries three wireless operators on every voyage, 

Sho is equipped with five mighty anchors, one weighing 20,445 founds, two weighing 1,636, 
and one 11,463. Her kedge anchor weighs 4,960. __
